Web giant enters the 
mobile market with 
challenger to iPhone 

Mountain View, Calif. 

Google Inc. began selling its own 
mobile phone Tuesday, a much- 
anticipated move aimed at protect- 
ing its online advertising empire as 
people increasingly surf the Web 
on handsets instead of personal 
computers. 

The Nexus One joins about 
20 other mobile devices that already 
run on Android, the mobile operat- 
ing system that Google introduced 
in 2007 to make it easier to connect 
to its services and other Web sites 
away from home or the office. 

Google designed the touch- 
screen phone in partnership with 
Taiwan’s HTC Corp., which made 
the first Android-powered phone 
and will manufacture this one, 
too. Google will handle all sales 
online and has no plans to let con- 
sumers check out the Nexus One 
in retail stores. 

The Nexus One has been in the 
hands of Google employees for the 


past three weeks, triggering media 
speculation and anticipation for the 
company’s first attempt to peddle a 
consumer electronics device. 

Given the hype, the Nexus One 
could be a bit of a letdown because 
it only takes a few incremental 
steps beyond what’s already pos- 
sible on handheld devices. And the 
Nexus One’s standard sales price 
of $529 may lessen its appeal in a 


still-shaky economy. 

The move does escalate the bud- 
ding rivalry between Silicon Val- 
ley’s two most valuable companies 
— Google and Apple Inc., which has 
sold more than 30 million iPhones 
in the past 2 14 years. 

Google is billing the Nexus 
One as the first “super” phone in 
an effort to position the device as 
a cut above the iPhone and other 


smart phones such as Research In 
Motion Ltd.’s BlackBerry. 

But most of the features on the 
Nexus One are already on other 
Android-powered phones, and it 
probably will be a long time before 
it can offer as many different tools 
as the iPhone, which boasts more 
than 100,000 applications com- 
pared with Android’s 18,000.

Jobs Bringing U.S. Down 


Only 45 percent of 
Americans say they 
are happy at work

Americans can’t get no job satis- 
faction. 

Even those who are lucky 
enough to have work in this econ- 
omy are becoming more unhappy 
with their jobs, according to a new 
survey that found only 45 percent 
of Americans are satisfied with 
their work. 

That was the lowest level ever 
recorded by the Conference Board 
research group in more than 22 
years of studying the issue. In 
2008, 49 percent of those sur-

more than two decades. 

“It says something troubling 
about work in America. It is not 
about the business cycle or one 
grumpy generation,” says Linda 
Barrington, managing director 
of human capital at the Confer- 
ence Board. 

One clue that may explain work- 
ers’ growing dissatisfaction: Only 
51 percent now find their jobs inter- 
esting — another low in the sur- 
vey’s 22 years. In 1987, nearly 70 
percent said they were interested 
in their work. 

If the job satisfaction trend is 
not reversed, economists say, it 
could stifle innovation and hurt 
America’s competitiveness and pro- 
ductivity.

Hubble Captures Infant Universe 


Telescope peers back 
into the early years 
after the Big Bang 

Washington 

The Hubble Space Telescope has 
captured the earliest image yet of 
the universe — just 600 million 
years after the Big Bang, when the 
universe was just a toddler. 

Scientists released the photo 
Tuesday at a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Astronomical Society. It’s the 
most complete picture of the early 
universe so far, showing galaxies

with stars that are already hun- 
dreds of millions of years old, along 
with the unmistakable primordial 
signs of the first cluster of stars. 


As far back as Hubble can see, 
it still doesn’t see the first galaxies. 
For that, NASA will have to rely on 
a new observatory, the $4.5 billion 
James Webb telescope, which is set 
to launch in about four years. 

“Every step closer to the begin- 
ning tells you something you did not 
know before,” said astrophysicist 
Neil deGrasse Tyson of the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

Tyson said most people only 
like pictures of their own baby, 
but Hubble’s photo is different: 
“These are the baby pictures for us 
all, hence the widespread interest.”

The suspected Jordanian double

Middle East said Tuesday. 

Three Middle Eastern counter- 
terrorism officials said 32-year- 
old physician Humam Khalil 
Abu-Mulal al-Balawi was jailed 
for three days after he signed up 
for a humanitarian mission to the 
Gaza Strip with a Jordanian field 
hospital following Israel’s offen- 
sive there. At that time, authori- 
ties were aware that al-Balawi had 
posted fiery writings on militant 
Web sites, calling on Muslims to 
join a holy war against Israel and 
the United States. 

The officials spoke to The Asso- 
ciated Press on condition of ano- 
nymity because they were not 
authorized to comment on an oper- 
ation involving the CIA.

Landslides and a tsunami destroyed 
the homes of about one-third of the 
population on a Solomon Island, but 
lives were likely spared as residents 
with memories of previous disas- 
ters fled quickly to higher ground, 
officials said Tuesday. 

From the air, extensive damage 
could be seen on a remote west- 
ern island after a 7.2-magnitude 
temblor triggered the landslides 
in the Pacific Solomon Islands on 
Monday, said disaster manage- 
ment office director Loti Yates. 
No injuries have been reported 
about 30 hours after the biggest in 
a series of quakes churned a tsu- 
nami wave that was up to 10 feet 
high as it plowed into the coast, 
officials said.

Yemen Transfers on Hold 

The Obama administration said Tuesday that it 
is suspending the repatriation of detainees held 
at Guantanamo Bay to Yemen, where a deteri- 
orating security situation driven by a branch 
of al-Qaeda has stoked fears that detainees 
could join — or rejoin — the terrorist organiza- 
tion if released. The decision means that at least 30 Yemenis who were 
cleared for release by a Justice Department-led review could face many 
more months in detention. Of the 198 detainees remaining at Guantanamo, 
approximately 90 are Yemeni. Other Yemeni detainees face prosecution, 
and a significant number are likely to be held in prolonged detention, (twp) 



Washington 

A grim-faced President Obama 
declared Tuesday there was a deep 
failure of national intelligence in 
the botched Christmas Day airlin- 
er terror attack over Detroit, tell- 
ing the nation the government 
had enough information to thwart 
potential disaster but could not 
“connect those dots.” 

Speaking after a blunt meet- 
ing with his security team, Obama 
said there had been even more 
“red flags” than had already been 
acknowledged: that an al-Qae- 
da affiliate in the Arabian Penin- 
sula planned to strike the United 
States and that it was working with 
the man who ended up accused 
of trying to blow up a plane with 
nearly 300 passengers and crew 
aboard. 

“The information was there,” 
Obama said, blistering agencies 


and analysts for not figuring out 
the threat — but without singling 
any out by name. 

“I will accept that intelligence, 
by its nature, is imperfect,” Obama 
said. “But it is increasingly clear 
that intelligence was not fully ana- 
lyzed or fully leveraged. That’s 


not acceptable, and I will not tol- 
erate it.” 

Obama never said who, if any- 
one, in the government might be 
held accountable for the securi- 
ty failure, and the White House 
would not say whether any offi- 
cials would be fired. 


The president’s own analysis 
is centered on identifying secu- 
rity gaps and filling them. In the 
course of that, he will determine 
whether anyone will lose his job, 
said one senior administration 
official familiar with Obama’s 
thinking. The official spoke anon- 
ymously because of the sensitivity 
of the matter. 

Obama announced no new 
steps to improve the intelli- 
gence or security systems. But 
he promised they would be com- 
ing, signaling more changes for 
airport travelers and in the shar- 
ing of intelligence. And he made 
a point to recount every step his 
administration has taken since the 
Dec. 25 incident. 

Since the attack, the govern- 
ment has added dozens of names to 
its lists of suspected terrorists and 
those barred from flights bound 
for the United States. People on the 


watch list are subject to additional 
scrutiny before they are allowed to 
enter this country, while anyone 
on the no-fly list is barred from 
boarding aircraft in or headed for 
the United States. 

And the Transportation Secu- 
rity Administration directed air- 
lines, beginning Monday, to give 
full-body, pat-down searches to 
U.S.-bound travelers from Yemen, 
Nigeria, Saudi Arabia and 11 other 
countries. 

“When a suspected terrorist is 
able to board a plane with explo- 
sives on Christmas Day, the system 
has failed in a potentially disas- 
trous way,” Obama said. “And it’s 
my responsibility to find out why, 
and to correct that failure so that 
we can prevent such attacks in 
the future.” 

“We have to do better, and we 
will do better. And we will do it 
quickly,” he said, ben feller (ap)

Smithsonian 
Sees Jump 
in Visitors

Visitor counts at the Smithsonian 
Institution’s museums have 
rebounded to more than 30 mil- 
lion visits in 2009 for the first time 
since a slump following the Sept. 
11, 2001 terrorist attacks. 

A draft report the museum com- 
plex released Tuesday shows vis- 
its to the Smithsonian’s 18 muse- 
ums, galleries and the National 
Zoo increased about 19.4 percent 
in 2009, up from about 25.15 mil- 
lion visits in 2008. 

Much of the increase can be 
attributed to the popular Nation- 
al Museum of American History, 
which reopened in 2008 after an 
extensive renovation. It drew about 
1.4 million more visitors last year 
compared with its last full year 
open in 2005. 

The National Museum of Nat- 
ural History saw an increase of 
about 450,000 to 7.4 million vis- 
its, making it the most-visited 
museum, (ap)

Portis: Shanahan Is ‘Perfect Guy’ 



Star running back 
sounds off as talks 
continue with coach 

The Redskins 

We already know that running 
back Clinton Portis would like to 
be reunited with his former coach, 
Mike Shanahan, in Washington. In 
his weekly appearance on ESPN 
980’s “The John Thompson Show,” 
Portis provided more details about 
what Redskins fans — and Red- 
skins players — can expect if Sha- 
nahan becomes coach. 

At the very least, he says, things 
under Shanahan won’t be like they 
were under Jim Zorn. 

“I think [Shanahan] would be 
the perfect guy for the job,” Portis 
said on Tuesday. “I think coach 
Shanahan is one of those guys 
who you either going to play for 
or you’re going to be gone. It’s not 
going to be any in-between, you’re 
not going to, like the situations we 
have now, where people didn’t know 
where they stood, or who’s get- 


ting in trouble. I think coach Sha- 
nahan will [stop] that. You either 
going to do what you’re supposed 
to be doing or you’re not going to 
be here. It’s that simple.” 

As an example, Portis mentioned 
how quarterback Brian Griese and 


defense end Trevor Pryce were both 
highly-paid Broncos who were 
shipped out when they didn’t mesh 
with what Shanahan wanted. 

Of course, Portis didn’t men- 
tion that he also left Denver after 
two years and came to Washing- 


ton to continue his career. 

Negotiations between owner 
Daniel Snyder and Shanahan 
went into a second day, with the 
coach summoning his agent to 
the nation’s capital to finalize a 
deal. While many had expected an 
announcement as early as Tuesday, 
there was only silence. 

But Portis was making plenty of 
noise. Aside from endorsing Shana- 
han, the running back also took time 
in his radio appearance to question 
quarterback Jason Campbell’s lead- 
ership ability. “He going to get up, 
dust himself off, he going to give 
you everjThing he got,” Portis said. 
“But as a leader, you never heard — 
it was always, “Jason couldn’t take 
control of the huddle.’” 

Portis was asked why he isn’t 
a team captain instead of Camp- 
bell. “I wonder the same thing,” 
Portis said. “And no disrespect 
to Jason, but everybody in that 
locker room can tell you, you’ll 
never see Jason mad, you’ll never 
see Jason’s tempo change, you’ll

Elizabeth Gilbert falls 
victim to wedlock in 
a self-indulgent but 
sweet new memoir

First came “Eat, Pray, Love,” and 
now comes wedded life for best- 
selling author Elizabeth Gil- 
bert, whose latest travel memoir, 
“Committed: A Skeptic Makes 
Peace With Marriage” ($26.95, 
Viking), describes her fitful and 
resistant journey back into mat- 
rimony. 

“Eat, Pray, 
Love” is a tough 
act to follow. 
The deeply per- 
sonal memoir 
(and soon-to-be 
movie starring 
Julia Roberts and 
James Franco) touched millions 
of readers who followed Gilbert 
as she overcame a painful divorce 
on a yearlong trip to Italy, India 
and Indonesia. 

Her long-awaited sequel, 
“Committed,” is a good effort 
but comes up a bit short. While 
most people can relate to a story 
of recovering from heartache, it’s 
hard to have much empathy for a 
woman who finds herself forced 
to marry her Brazilian lover, who 
is, by all accounts, the man of her 
dreams. 

The sequel picks up where “Eat, 
Pray, Love” left off, with Gilbert 
happily in love with — but legal- 
ly unattached to — her Brazilian 
boyfriend. Both are divorced and

fearful of marriage although they 
are entirely committed to spend- 
ing their lives together.

Gilbert’s boyfriend 
is detained at Dallas/Fort Worth 
International Airport and denied 
entry because he had unknowing- 
ly made too many frequent trips 
to the U.S. The couple are advised 
they must marry to make him a 
citizen if they ever want to reside 
in the United States.

“Committed” is best when 
Gilbert describes her travels and 
the people she meets, particular- 
ly a young tour guide in Laos who 
invites the couple to his home for 
dinner. 

But for those that found “Eat, 
Pray, Love” too self-indulgent,

Reading it is like listening to a

Snow in the Southland 


Stone Mountain 
offers northern fun 
in a warmer clime

Sledding, snowball fights and 
building a snowman are not typi- 
cal Atlanta activities. 

But on Snow Mountain at Stone 
Mountain Park, which just opened 
for its second season, 240 tons of 
machine-made snow a day allows 
Southerners to experience winter 
fun without the Northern chills. 

My husband and I headed first 
for the tubing queue, grabbing 
donut-shaped infiatables and jump- 
ing on a conveyor belt to take us up 
to the top of the hill. The park was 
sold out for the day, with hundreds 
of people on the hill and a 20-min- 
ute wait to shoot down one of the 
12 tubing lanes. 

My first trip down the 400 -foot 
tubing hill was exhilarating: wind 
in my hair, my inner tube turning 
rapidly in circles as I sped to the 
bottom. I wanted more. Even my 
husband, who’d been grumbling 
about the wait, was smiling. 

At the park’s Snow Zone, a 
machine spits white, fluffy flakes

into the air every few minutes and 
a kiosk provides free accessories 
for guests building snowmen in 
the park: scarves, hats and even 
eyes. A park worker warned the 
crowd in the large snowy field 
not to throw snowballs, but many 
visitors couldn’t resist. I was hit 
at least once in the shoulder by an 
errant pitch.

lyte.com, which seeks to connect 
travelers with “local people who 
are proud of where they live and 
want to share their local knowl- 
edge.” The company dubs such 
folks “Localytes.” 

Pick a country and city, and a 
menu bar at the top lets you see 
newspaper links, travel services, 
and wikitravel entries. Under the 
Localyte heading, you can post a 
question for the local experts. 

One of the neat things about 
the Localyte approach is that each 
posts a profile you can check out to 
get an idea of who your expert is.

So how do you move from Hot

AB: You need to take time to learn 
some basic techniques.

BM: And taste your food as you 
go, and you’ll get better. 

What are the biggest mistakes new- 
bie cooks make?
